‘By no means the Jeast remarkable feature of the controversy ia regard 
to the restriction of Alicn Immigration is the fact that as fast as the a-sita- 
tion in its favour proceeds, with equal celerity some statistical figues come 
to hand which go to show its fallacy. Quite recently we have had a meeting 


~ at Hackney, presided over by a zealous convert from the present system, 


we have had the Trades Union resolution, we have hai the reference to 
the subject in Mr. Chamberlain’s Liverpool speech. Well, what are all these 
people asking for? That the Government shall turn back from these shores 
undesirable immigrants “as they do in America.” And here we have the 
figures of immigration at New York, “ the principal port of debareation 
into the United States, during 1893-1894 (June to June). There were 
admitted 219,046, and there were debarred 2,307. Dut from this latter 
figure we must deduct 1,444 who were debarred as Contract Labourers, 
leaving 863 who were not allowed to land or were returned for all canges. 
These include Idiots, Insane, Paupers, Diseased, Convicts and those returned 
within one year as public charges, and hence cover an extensive area of 
restriction. 


Now let us apply these figures to our own case. We must recollect that 
this is the kernel of the whole question. For, the demand for restriction 
| means only this : that a number of immigrants are alleged to arrive, and are 
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eaid to land here. who are undesirable, and whom America would exclude- 
How many of such do land?) In 1893 there arrived in this country from 
ports, not cn route, 23.599 aliens. Roughly, this is Il per cent, of the 
New York figure of those admitted. Eleven per cent. of those excluded at New 
York would show that in 1893 we allowed less than some 100 to land whom 
we might by American methods have excluded. [f we further narrow the figures 
to Russians and Poles, who are the special objects of restrictive attack, they 
become more paltry than ever. In 1893, we admitted 7,721, below 4 per cent. 
of the New York return. Four per cent. of those debarred there would show 
that some thirty-five odd of Russians and Poles are here whom America 
would possibly have excluded. Can anyone in his senses declare that 
the 100 extra are in any degree accountable for the evils it is declared restric- 
tion would remove? But it is said so many come here who do not venture to 
America, knowing they will be excluded. We will double—nay, we will multiply 
six-fold the figure. Would 600 workers in this country, more or 
less, account for the unemployed? Someone has declared that America 
sends all her rejected to this country. The assertion is absolutely untrue. 
But we will assume she does, and we will take ia the contract 
labourers and the 600 we have mentioned above. Would the presence of 
under 3,000 individuals make the difference between prosperity and adversity 
in a population of nearly 40,000,000 2 We have never heard any who are 
agitating for restriction tackle these figures of the numbers they could by any 
possibility exclude. The reason is obvious, To state the figures is to show 
the hollowness of the whole agitation. 


Profesryor M. Lazarus attained his seventieth year on Saturday last 
having been born in Posen on September 15th, 1824. Dr, Lazarus fills a 
prominent position in German life. le is alike eminent as a pyschologist 
and as a Jew; for he has gained the rare distinction of possessing two crowns, 
the esteem of the general public and the regard of his coreligionists. This 


_combination is by no means so invariable as one might wish it to be. All 


over the world the Jews who win fame in the scientific or philosophical world 
are apt to forget the rock from which they were hewn. In England and America 
this vice—for it is nothing else—takes the form of calm indifference to Jews 
and Judaism. The type of men to whom we refer cast their community off 
like a cloak too warm to wear in sunshine. In Germany there is sometimes 
an even uglier phenomenon behind this indifference. Anti-Semitism has to 
answer for many sins, one of the-worst being a tendency to make a Jewish 
origin a social bar even in learned and professional circles. The result is 
occasionally to drive a distinguished Jew—ambitious of social triumph or of 
further advancement—to cut himself off from his brethren in race, and 
possibly in creed. But Professor Lazarus has not belonged to this class : 
he has been an active communal worker, and a leading light in the religious 
advance of German Jews. He has borne his share in the burdens thrown 
by Russian persecution on the rest of the Jews of Europe. Thus,there will 
be wide-spread interest in the celebration of his seventieth birthday and a 
general desire to congratulate him and to wish him many years of beneficent 
activity in the fields of philanthropy and of literature. 


Professor Lazarus might weli retain his Jewish sympathies, for his father 
wasan accomplished Talmudist, and the father’s famous son has even signalised 
his 70th year by an interesting volume on Jeremiah. Some few years ago, 
Professor Lazarus formed an important design growing out of his ethical 
studies, It should be mentioned, by the way, that Professor Lazarus has 
long been regarded as a leadizg writer on ethics, and he proposed to edit a 
comprehensive work on Jewish Ethical Principles. Unfortunately, the 
scheme fell through, owing to want of adequate financial support. It would 
have been a noble work, and the world is the poorer for the loss of it. Dr. 
Lazarus might even now reconsider his decision to abandon so interesting a 
design, but-we fear there would be even less likelihood now than there was 
then of obtaining a large grant in aid. Besides, a good work would find quite 
enough readers to render it independent of gratuities. One of the best features 
about German Jewish scholarship has been its power to stand alone, to 
publish its work without seeking for help from any but those who needed the 
books produced. Among Professor Lazarus’ disciples, it is interesting to 
remhember, is Nahida Rémy, that distinguished lady who has written some 
charming books on Jews and Judaism. Professor Lazarus has indeed 
exercised a wide and salutary influence on his contemporaries. 


The process of removing Chevra Synagogues from insanitary surround- 
ings and otherwise unsuitable environments is not confined to the East End 
of London. Manchester has also minor synagogues which are not quite 
perfect. One of them—the “ Central” Synagogue (late Fernie Street) is 
now endeavouring to raise fands to adapt a small Wesleyan Chapel in Park 
Street, Cheetham, to the purposes of a Synagogue and Beth Hamedrash. The 
members of this humble and very earnest congregation have hitherto 
worshipped in an unsuitable building in one of the slums of Manchester. 
They have now negotiated for the purchase on advantageous terms of an 
excellent stone building, formerly occupied by a body of Wesleyans, and 
besides accommodation for a large number of worshippers, all the necessary 
auxiliaries are present in the shape of meeting-rooms, offices, and ample space 
for the Beth Hamedrash which has always been attached to the synagogue, 
The cost is estimated at £800, probably about a third of the expense 
of a new building. Notwithstanding that all the members are working 
re they have collected no less than £300 towards the expense. To help 
these pious working-folk to help themselves i: ligt iis 

whit eto the Building 
und so that the Synagogue may be opened for the approaching Holidays 
unencumbered with debt. Seeing what Manchester has done in the way of 
a Jewish W orking Men's Club, there should be no difficulty in the case of a 


People’s Synazogu>, towards which the people thenselves contribute Over 
one-third, another excellent example the Provincial Jews set London. 

The Provinces, however, need a reminder of the duty they owe towards 
some Jewish Institations in London which extend their benefits to 
Provincial Jews. In the case of the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum 
local Orphan Aid Societies have been formed in several of the more important 
Jewish centres throughout the country. Dut there is another Charity which 
has not been so fortunate in securing contributions. We refer to 
the Jews’ Deaf and Dumb Home in Walmer-road, Notting Hill, which has 
just undergone extensive alterations at a heavy expense. The Jews in tho 
Provinees need to be reminded that their contributions are by no means 
commensurate with the benefits conferred upon the inmates who come from 
the country. It is not only by individual subscriptions that the Charity ean 
be assisted. By the Act of 1893 (Elementary Education, Blind and Deaf 
Children) the responsibility of educating all deaf mutes, for whose instrue- 
tion suitable provision is not otherwise made, is cast upon the 
school authority in each district, and wherever a Jewish deaf and dumb child 
lives the yarents may if necessary apply to the local School Board or 
School Attendance Committee, who should be referred to the Jews’ Deaf 
and Dumb Home, as an Institution duly certified for the reception of such 
children. 


Now that the Daily Chronicle has given its advocacy to the 
need for change, something may be done to justify the flourish of trumpets 
with which the Imperial Institute announced its intention to do valiant things 
for the study of Oriental languages in Ingland. This country rules a very 
large Oriental empire—the largest that the world has ever seen—yet London 
does less for Ouiental studies than does any American University that one 
could name! “In Oxford,” says our contemporary, with only too much 
truth, ‘‘a solitary scholar is left to expend his energies and money in found- 
ing and equipping an Indian Institute. In London, the most active of our 
young Orientalists, Dr. Budge, of the British Museum, ean obtain the-publi- 
cation of his learned Egyptian and Syriac volumes only through the aid of 
private friends. [ven in India, investigations into its history, antiquities 
and the well-being of its numerous and varied races—of which it may with 
perfect truth be said, ‘these are imperial works and worthy Kings ’—are 
scamped and starved. . . . Shallit be that Ethelred the Unready must 
continue throughout all history as the model for our statesmen’? . ... 
London will to all appearance obtain her Oriental School and her new 
University at the same time—the Greek Kalends.” 


Yet London is ideally qualified for an Oriental College, such as no 
American or Continental University could rival. Native teachers, trained to 
European methods, could enable students to learn the modern vernaculars of 
these Oriental lands with which * we are brought in daily contact by our poli- 
tical and commercial relations.”” And when the student has been grounded in 
the Grammar, he could—with the unlimited resources and opportunitics of this 
great empire—be sent to finish his study amid the people whose language he 
is desirous of acquiring. Above all, the preliminary steps should be easy 
and cheap, not difficult and excessively dear as at present. It is a scandal 
that Arabic and Sanskrit cannot be learned in London except at great cost 
and personal inconvenience. England never has spent a fair share of its 
wealth on education, and we have become so used to rely on private bene- 
factions and endowments that the Government is very slow to move. To 
quote our contemporary again : ‘‘ Like Mitchel of Belfast in Thackeray's 
immortal ballad, we can only exclaim— 

a national disgrace 
Let me go and veil my face.” 


IMMIGRATION aT New York.—The figures in respect to the immigrants 
arriving at New York during the fiscal year ending June 30 last show that 4 
total of 561 persons classed as “ paupers” were sent back by the immigration 
authorities to all countries (not to the United Kingdom alone), The total 
admitted was 219,046 persons, ‘Two only were returned owing to being 
“insane,” nine were “ diseased,” six “ convicts,” and 1,444 “ contract labourers.’ ’

PROVINCIAL MINISTERS. 


Sir,—May I once more crave space for a few words in reply to “An Old 
Warden.” This gentleman havirg failed in his futile endeavour to destroy, by 
his uncorroborated negative testimony, the positive evidence of many reliable 
correspondents as to the evils they had actually seen or suffered from in small 
provincial congregations, endeavours, in his last letter, to retrieve his position 
by means of a garbled extract from my letter of the 27th August. He would 
have your readers believe that the few cases that come before the Board of 
Deputies, and to which I had referred, afford conclusive evidence of the 
infrequency of the abuses in question, but he altogether omitted a portion of 
the passage, which he purported to quote,in which I pointed out that many 
cases are submitted to the Chief Rabbi, and that others are not officially 
referred to London at all. By this distorted quotation, therefore, he conveys 
to your readers an entirely false impression of what I had written, and the 
calculation, which he bases on this misquotation, is consequently illusory and 
valueless, I really might have spoken much more strongly than I did as to the 
cases that come before the Board of Deputies. That Board is »t the tribunal 
to deal with congregational disorders, it bas no authority to do so, and it con- 
stantly refuses to interfere in the internal affairs of these provincial bodies. When 
their troubles reach an acute form they are represented almost invariably to 
the Jewish Ecclesiastical Authorities. If, however, the Deputies are apnealed 
to in very exceptional cases, they exert their good offices to reconcile conflicting 
factions, or to avert a public scandal. It is to such exceptional cases that l 
referred in my former letter. I must now leave * An Old Warden” to enjoy 
the sweet repose of the foo!’s paradi-e, in which he seems to live, exultant 
jn the superiority of provincial manners (of which let us hope the tone of bis 
letters is not to be regarded as a specimen) and undisturbed by the steady 
march of progress outside the walls of his arcadia,

“A JEWISH MINISTER AND CHRISTIANITY.” 

Sir,—When I stated in my letter of the 3rd inst. that the Jewish minister 
of Newcastle-on-Tyne, after delivering a lecture to the Prudhoe Sireet Branch 
of the Christian Evidence Society, signed his name in their books, as an honorary 
member of the above society, I did so on the statement of Mr. Reed, one of 
their leading membeis. It was not with any disrespect to Mr. Mendelsohn that 
I called your attention to it, but with a view to elicit the truth and prevent 
others from committing such an error, for I called in question the veracity of 
the statement when made to the public, but I was silenced when several mem- 
bers vouched for its being true. But I have acted on the rev, gentleman's advice, 
and I visited the above society’s place of meeting last night to see the auto- 
graph, and found that Mr, Mendelsohn had not signed the book himself, but, 
as they say, permitted his name to be entered as an honorary member, and 
hence they understand him to be, as is quite natural, a believer in the doctrine 
and objects of the society. I quite agree with the rev. gentleman tbat it would 
not be right to deprive a Jewish minister of the privilege to defend his faith 
among his neighbours, but I fail to find that his faith was assailed on the 
above occasion, Even if it had, it should not have induced him to allow his 
name to be entered in their books except he had been convinced by argument 
of the truthfulness of their doctrine; be it as it may, they are making capital 
out of it without being particular about the truth. And, therefore my purpose 
is gained if it serve as a warning in future ‘to him and others under.all and 
similar circumstances, for such honour is dearly bought for them.

_ Sir,—Mr, Van Straalen’s friendly rejoinder to my not unfriendly criticism 
aises several interesting points, some of detail, some of first principle. 


As to details, Iam glad that the Museum does possess Baer’s See nay, 
Why, then, can I find the work neither under the editor's name nor in the 
Index ? Mr. Van Straalen’sreply only confirms my suspicion that the Supplement 
18 arranged on most hapbazard principles. For, take two exactly parallel cases ; 
Baer’s NAY, and Landsbut’s 3? If you refer to Zedner’s Catalogue 
you find the 2? 31°37 under Landsbut, under Liturgies and in the Index, Mr, 
Van Straalen bas not indexed Baer’s edition, nor has he entered it under Baer. 
To make the confusioneven more marked, I turn to the entry “ Singer (Simeon) ’ 
and lo! I do find anentry of his edition of the Prayer Book under the editor's 
name (p, 303). Yet even this work is missing from the Index.. The index 
indeed is very imperfect with regard to the Addenda (pp. 253—30)) and the 
Liturgies. | 

But the chief question is, the inclusion or exclusion of Hebraica and Judaica, 
Mr, Van Straalen tells us that cnly Hebrew works are included. If so, he has 
departed from Zedner's plan, and the reader should have been told this. For 
Zedner included such works not only in his Addenda, but in the body of his 
Thus, he enters the works of Zunz, which are no more written in 
Hebrew than are, say, Professor Bacher’s, Again, Mr. Van Straalen himself 
departs from:the principle which he lays down. Thus, he enters Dr, 
Friedlinder’s translation of the “Guide of the Perplexed’; Dr. Loewy’s 
“Catalogue of Hebraica and Judaica” in the Guildhall Library, anil so forth ; 
works rightly included, but which, were Mr. Van Straalen consistent, should 
have been omitted. 

Let me take one name and show how it works out on the method here 
pursued, In Mr. Van Straalen’s Supplement appear under Adolf Bruell only 
two works, viz :— 

(1) Fremdsprachliche Redensarten, etc., in den Talmuden, 

(2) Targum 

And no others! But I turn to the general Catalogue and find duth these works 
repeated, and two others, one of them the “ Trachten der Judep,” Briill’s best 
work, and full of explanations of Talmudical terms for articles of apparel. In 
other words, the general Catalogue is double as full concerning this author is 
the special Hebrew Catalegue, which is surely an anomaly. : 

Thus, it will be seen that the difference of opinion between Mr. Van 
Straalen and the reviewer of his Catalogue is one of essence, of principle. I 
pass over such things as the non-correction of the statement implied in an entry 
under Professor Graetz that he did any work on the Jerusalem Talmud. He 
gave his name to the title-page, but I believe never fulfilled the promise which 
that signature implied. 

IT am glad to bear from Mr. Van Straalen that the Museum contains more 
books than are catalogued, I am expressing the feeling of all readers in the 
Museum when I express the hope that Mr, Van Straalen may continue his 
beneficent work, and soon present us with a Catalogue of these acditional books. 
I should be sorry, indeed, were my critici:ms misunderstood, for quite realises 
all that Mr, Van Straalen bas done.

I adinit that the aforesaid Conference did not devise or carry out nearly as 
much a¥ was expected, considering that gentlemen from all parts of the United 
Kingdom were summoned to it, the chief cause of the restricted result beirg 
the very few hours, during which the Conference was held. 

The time has now arrived, as you have so well urged, for having affairs of 
deep importance to the Jewish religion and people considered by a representa- 
tive body. I suggest that a small influential Committee should mike arrange- 
ments without delay to summon a Jewish Convention consisting of thé mo.t 
able representatives from London and the proviuces,

This is shown to beso from a consideration of the — ‘ 
following passages, which are some of those wherein MC’S  cccurs. “ The Lord ; 
possessed me in the beginning of his way.”’ Prov. viii, 22. “From the beginning % 
of the year,”’ Deut. xi, 12. “ Thou art the beginning of my strength,’ Gen. xlix, 
3, “ The fear of the Lord is the beginning of wisdom,” Psalm cxi., 10. “ Better 
is the end of a thirg than its beginning,” Eccles, vii., 8. . In short, every place 
where MUN) occurs affords the same results as the ubove quoted examples.

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THE EMPEROR OF AUSTRIA AND THE JEWS. 


— 

Tuesday, the 11th inst., was a red-letter day in the history of the Jews in 

Lemberg, for on that day their new Orphan Asylum was opened, and the 
ceremony was performed by no less exalted a personage than the Emperor. 
The handsome building has been erected partly by the community and partly 
by a generous gift from Frau Wohlfeld, and will accommodate 60 boys and 60 
girls, The ceremony was fixed for ten o'clock in the morning, and long before 
that hour the neighbouring streets were densely thronged, all the Jewish insti- 
tutions and schools being particularly in evidence. The arrival of the Emperor 
was preceded by that of many of the foremost men in the Empire, including 
the Archduke Leopold Salvator, and Prince Windischgratz, the Austrian Prime 
Minister. 

As soon as the loud applause of the multitude announced the approach of 
his Imperial Majesty, the band of the Institution played the National Hymp, 
and twelve young girls strewed the path with flowers, The Executive of the 
Jewish community, headed by Herr Samuel Horowitz, President, and Dr, Emil 
yk, Member of Parliament, Vice-President, received the Emperor at the 

entrance and conducted him to the decorated Hall. Here, the choir of the 
Temple, directed by Obercantor Halpern, greeted the Emperor with 8377 7), 
which was followed by the prayer for Royalty and the blessing of "NN for 
the new Asylum, offered up by Rabbiner Schmelkes. Rabbiner Dr, Caro then 
delivered a brief address, at the close of which his Imperial Majesty, amid 


enthusiastic cheers, declared the building open. Replying to the expressions of © 


thanks offered by the President for the gracious favour shown to his Jewish 
subjects, the Emperor said that it had afforded him great pleasure to be present 
and dedicate so noble a building to its philanthropic purpose. His Imperial 
Majesty then made a tour of the building, during which he honoured'the Rabbis 
and the Executive by conversing with them. To Dr, Byk he remarked that he 
was glad to know that the orphans were being taught handicrafts, and in the 
aynagogue he stated to Herr Horowitz his particular gratification that special 
attention was devoted to their religious training; The Emperor thanked 
President Horowitz for the hearty reception accorded to him, and took his 
leave amid the plaudits of the assembly, The signal honour conferred by the 
Emperor Francis Joseph on the Jewish community at Lemberg has made the 
deepest impression in every quarter, and has caused the utmost satisfaction to 
the whole Jewish population of Austria. 

The opening of the Asylum was not the only distinction bestowed by the 
Emperor on the Jews. His reception of a deputation from the community, on 
an earlier day, was marked by extremecordiality. Having been welcomed by 
the President, Herr Horowitz, his Majesty tendered his thanks and said : “Iam 
well aware of the loyalty and attachment of the Jews, and rely upon its con- 
tinuation.”” His Majesty also appeared to be greatly touched by a prayer offered 
up by Rabbiner Schmelkes, which was translated into Polish and German by 
Rabbiner Dr. Caro, He had a kind word for every member of the deputation, 
and minutely enquired into the status of the Jews in Lemberg, their synagogues 
and charitable and educational institutions, and he reminded the President that 
on his previous visit to Galicia be had visited a very handsome synagogue. 
When the deputation was about to withdraw, the President and Rabbiner Dr’ 
Caro were invited to the State banquet. At the Exhibition, many of the 
Jewish exhibitors were addressed by the Emperor, who praised their exertions 
for the development of the country’s industry, 

A Reuter’s Telegram from Buda-Pesth, dated September 18th, states that 
on the previous day the Emperor arrived at Balassa-Gyarmath to attend the 
Hiungarian Manceuvres, Replying to a deputation of religious bodies, his 
Imperial Majesty declared that, as regarded the peoples under his rule, religious 
distinctions created no barrier in his heart. All might at any time count on the 
Roya! favour and protection,

PROFESSOR DR, MORITZ LAZARUS. 


[FROM OUR BERLIN CORRESPONDENT. | 


BERLIN, SEPTEMBER 177TH, 1894, 

Professor Dr. M, Lazarus celebrated his 70th birthday on Saturday last 
September 15th, not in Berlin, but in Schoenefeld, a suburb of Leipzig. All 
the Liberal organs contained, on that day, congratulatory articles and biographies 
of the learned Professor. The Repraesentanten of the Jewish community in 
Berlin sent him a magnificently illuminated address, and Rabbiner Dr. Maybaum 
congratulated him personally in the name of the High School for the Sciencg 
of Judaism. Professor Lazarus is at the head of this Institution and has done 
incessantly much in word and deed to further the interests of Judaism, not 
only here, but in connection with several other societies, by virtue of his great 
eloquence and erudition. By casting a glance backward at Professor 
Lazarus’ life his great attainments can best be judged. He was born on 
September 15th, 1824, at Filehne in the Province Posen, His father was the 
highly renowned savant, Aaron Lewin Lazarus. At first Moritz Lazarus 
received only instruction in Hebrew, his father teaching him the Bible and 
Talmud, At the age of 16, he became an apprentice in Posen, but the thirst 
for knowledge impelled him to study, and he went to college at Brunswick, 
When 20 he attended lectures on philosophy, jurisprudence and philology at 
the University of Berlin. He directed his principal attention to philosophy, 
and in this domain he has achieved much, Professor Lazarus gained special 
fame as a philosopher through his work, which appeared in 1855-1857, “ Das 
Leben der Seele,” the Life of the Soul. Three years later Lazarus performed 
a scientific chef de@uvre, In co-operation with his brother-in-law, H. Steinthal, 
he published a journal for psychology and philology, and founded an entirely 
new scientific domain, viz., “ the Psychology of Nations.” In 1860 Lazarus was 
appointed Professor of Psychology in Berne—the University has just conferred 
on him the title Dr. Honoris Cau:a—but returned in 1867 to Berlin, to tak: 
the Chair of Philosophy at the Military Academy. In 1873 he was elected 
Professor of the University of Berlin, where he still lectures, Of his many 
other philosophical works, all written in a popular style, we may mention 
“ Ueber den Ursprung der Sitten”’ (The Origin of Manners) 1860; “ Ueber die 
Ideen in der Geschichte” (Ideas in History) 1865; “Zur Lehre von den 
Sinnestduschungen ’’ (The Doctrine of the Illusion of the Mind) 1867; “ Ideale 
Fragen” (Ideal Questions) 1878; “ Erziehung und Geschichte ” (Education and 
History) 1831; “ Ueber die Reize des Spiels ” (Attraction of Play) 1833, 


In his work, “Treu und Frei” (True and Free) 1887, Lazarus published 
many of his speeches and lectures concerning the Jews and Judaism, and from 
them can best be judged how he strove to kindle in the hearts of our coreli- 
gionists a warm love for Jewish History and Literature. 


At both Jewish Synods—in 1869 at Leipzig and in 1871 at Augsburg— 


Lazarus was chosen President, a proof of the high esteem in which he wes 
held, 


It is, therefore, a matter of sincere satisfaction and genuine pleasure to us 
Jews that Professor Dr. Lazarus, in spite of his 70 years, is hale and healthy, 
This may be gathered from the fact, that he has just published a new work on 
the Prophet Jeremiah. It is only to be wished, that the great savant may le 
spared still many years in ever-increasing vigour to continue his work to the 
everlasting honour of Judaism. 


Dr. Gustav Karpeles presented Professor Dr, Lazarus, in the name of the 
Societies for Jewish History and Literature, with a silver gilt drinking cup, 
Deputations were also present from the “ Deutsch israelitische Gemeindebund, ’ 
from past and present pupils of the “ Hoch Schule,” from the Jewish com- 
munity in Leipzig, from the German Society of Authors, &c, 


Numerous congratulations were received from all parts of the world, from 
the Universities and many learned Societies. Paul Heyse, Friedrich Spielhagen, 
and many other celebrated poets sent poetical greetings. 


Professor Lazarus was very visibly affected and thanked all most heartily.

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PRINCE MESTSCHERSKY AND THE SIBERIAN 
JEWS. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT, | 
Opessa, SEPTEMBER 15. 

In an article headed “ A Now Paase of our Jewish Question,” the princely 
editor of the Graschdanin once more lets himself loose in pursuit of his pet Sug- 
bear. The opportunity which serves his purpose in this instance is the official 
Siberian tour now being made by the Minister of Ways and Communications: 
The marvellous rapidity with which the Great Siberian Railway is being pushed 
forward; the indomitable energy of Russia's “brave engineers,” to whom no 
physical obstacle is insuperable ; the patriotism and esprit de corps of all those 
engaged in the construction of the great iron way to the Far East, furnish 
themes for the laudatory declamation of the G@raschdanin, This colossal work 
is designed to form the chief transit route between America and Europe, 
and is destined to create and develop innumerable new industries for the behoof 
of the Russians, The Siberian railway is to work a monumental revolution in 
the commercial and industrial life of the Empire, &c, We are quite disposed, 
cum grino salis, to accept these grandiose assurances of: Prince Mestschersky, but 
what hasall this todo with the Jews? We are not long kept in the dark. 
After further expatiating upon the high and beneficent mission of the great rail- 
yay and its future glorious destiny, the Graschdanin suddenly discovers that its 
brilliantly-drawn picture is overshadowed by a cloud which threatens to increase 
in its sombre intensity pari passu with the progress and completion of the trans- 
Siberian line. Now for the cloud and its essential nature. The future glorious 
prospect of Russia’s Siberian possessions and the material benefits to be derived 
from their exploitation and industrial development will be marred and blighted 
by the predatory Jewish colonists. Already, proceeds Prince Mestschersky: 
come loud and bitter complaints from various parts of Siberia of the growing 
power and influence of the Jews who, by their greater astuteness and general 
intelligence, are monopolising all the chief branches of trade and manufacturing 
industries to the exclusion and impoverishment of the natives and Russian 
settlers, Such is the gloomy perspective. Oa the one hand, there are the 
Minister of Ways and Communications, the directors, overseers, chief construc- 
tors, engineers, &c., all working under the presidency of the Czarevitcb, and 
performing wonders in the marvellously rapid attainment of their colossal! task ; 
on the other, one sees the Jews following in the track of this great work as the 
chief pioneers, and playing the 14!e of the principal factors in the awakening of 
those dormant regions into industrial life, With their usual cool and consum- 
inate self-coufidence and unabashed assurance, they declare that “ the civilising 
and industrial mission of the Siberian Railway can never be successful without 
the assistance and co-operation of the Jews ;’ and it would even appear that they 
have actually convinced, or partially convinced, certain Russian authorities in 
Siberia of this monstrous pretension! “ It now transpires,” says the Graschdanin, 
“that for many years past the Jews from Central and Western Russia have been 
quietly and clandestinely, and in small parties, making their way into Siberia, 
where they have joined the larger numbers of those of their previously banished 
coreligionists whose penal terms have expired, and to-day they collectively form 
a sort of Siberian Judenreich, Wehave here suddenly presented to us a very 
grave aspect of the Jewish Question. Whilst we are quietly sitting here in St, 
Petersburg puzaling our beads over this and that proposition, method, or 
schemes for the solution of the Hebraic creed; whilst we are discussing and 
disputing various suggestions as to where the Jews shall be domiciled and where 
they shall not; and whilst our philanthropists and so-called ‘ Liberals’ and 
‘Reformers’ are uttering plaintive cries and shedding crocodile tears over the 
oppression of the poor Jews, these same Hebrews are, without overt word or 
sign, stealthily creeping into Siberia and forming a yoke for the necks of the 
natives. No one, certainly, foresaw this kind of solution for the eternal Jewish 
Question, but the Jews themselves have taken its solution into their own 
hands whilst we were dreaming and maudling over the matter. The Siberian 
Jew may now adopt the motto of the late Marshal MacMahon, j'y suis, et j'y reste, 
It has frequently been said that the Russo-Jewish Question is one that the Jews 
themselves must solve, and they have now struck upon the solution with a far- 
seeing wisdom which leaves us in blank and stupid amazement at their astute- 
ness and temerity.’ Prince Mestschersky then goes on to support his allegations 
with regard to the future Jewish exploitation of the dormant wealth of Siberia 
with what he calls material facts and figures, but these are grossly exaggerated 
and misleading. Free Siberian domicile is by law forbidden to the Jews, and it 
is therefore altogether unlikely that they will be permitted to congregate in 
numbers sufficiently large in that province to monopolise any trade or indastry. 
Was gescher ungescher zu machen, is always a difficult task, Hence, the @rasch- 
danin readily admits that it is scarcely possible now to drive the Jewish settlers 
out of Siberia : but he insists that the Imperial Government must at once take 
effective measures for putting an end not only to the secret and clandestine 
immigration of Jews into Siberia, but also to the further banishment of Jewish 
criminals into that region. 

Commenting upon these somewhat extraordinary viows and statements of 
Prince Mestschersky, the Nerve Vremy2 asks “ whither, then, shall we banish 
our Jewish criminals ? If they be deported to Sachalien the Graschdanin will 
tell us that the penal island will ere long be absorbed by the Hebrew element 
to the exclusion of the Russian.” Butin what manner have the Jews ever 
deserved transportation to Sachalien? Perbaps Prince Mestschersky will 
answer that question. “If we remember rightly,” adds the Nerve Vremya,* it 
is scarcely twelve months since the editor of the Graschdanin assured us that 
it was a sheer impossibility to get rid of the Jews; that it only remained 
to us to improve their moral status whilst enlarging their nights and privileges ; 
and, lastly, that the only practicable scheme for the relief of the congested Pale 
was a wholesale immigration into Siberia, where Jewish agricultural colonies, 
on a large and comprehensive scale, were to be established with whatever 


government assistance might be found necessary, So much for the consistency | 


of Prince Mestchersky.’

THE JEWS IN MOROCCO. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT]. 
Moaapor, Serr. 4th, 1394. 

I have to iaform you with much regret that during the recent disturbances 
in the interior, occasioned by the rising of the tribes against their Governors, 
three towns near Morocco City, namely Cid Reha!l, Demnat and ElkelA were 
attacked by the rebels, who therein committe 1 great havoc, completely devastating 
the inLabitants of all they possessed, and leaving them homclaie and absolutely 
without resources. A number of Jewish women with their children disappeared, 
and their whereabouts were not known. It was believed that they were carried 
away by the Arabs. Since then, so reports say, a few of them have been offered 
for sale in public auction, and it haa been the good fortune of one or two Morocco 
Jews to ransom them, or more strictly speaking, to buy them. This melancholy 
newa has reached Mogador from various sources, but I give it under reserve. 
Past experience has shown that such reports are apt to mislead, aad I hope that 
this will be the case ia the present instance, and that subsequent news may prove 
that matters are not so bad as they would seem. In Morocco City a number of 
Prayer Books, Scrolls of the Law and other articles taken from the synagogues 
in the devastated towns have been sold by Arabs. It has to be added that the 
Mohammedan portion of the inhabitants of the towns above-mentioned were not 
by any means exempt from the attacks of the marauders ; though, as may b> 
supposed, the Jews came off the worst. Mr. J. E. B, Meakin recently gave you 
to understand that this is the case sometimes when a mere change of Governors 
take place in the Empire of Morocco. How much more must it be so when whole 
t»wns are at the mercy of numberless fierce rebels who, discarding for the time 
all restraint, give free rein to their thirst for plunder aud lawlessness. No par- 
ticular person can be blamed individually for these regrettable occurences, which 
must be solely attributed to the unhappy conditions of the country. 

The City of Morocco itself has been surrounded for many days past by the 
neighbouring insurgent tribes, from whom an attack was feared, and the createst 
alarm prevailed there last week on the part of all the inhabitants, Moors and Jews 
alike, but particularly among the latter. Although the news received to-day is 
of a more re-assuring nature, we have still to hear that the rebels have rid the 
city of their close proximity, before we get free of any apprehension as to the 
safety of the town. 

Near Mogador, active fighting has also been going on, and the utmost pre- 
cautionary measures, such as placing strongly armed sentries in and outside the 
town, lining the gates with tio, preparing cannon for action, manufacturing a sort 
of tin bomb-shell, and distributing a large quantity of ammunition—these and 
other like steps have been taken by the local authorities to ensure the town 
against a possible, but improbable attack. With the exception, however, of the 
Mellah portton of the inhabitants, but little uneasiness has heen felt, and peace 
and tranquillity have generally reigned supreme in our little town. Let us hope 
that prompt and energetic steps may be taken to quell these disturhinces and so 
put a stop to all further disorder. 


The Al-Moeghreh al- iksa, in its issue of the 8th inst., confirms the deplorable 
statements which have reached us of murders of and outrages upon Jewish 
men, women and children, Our contemporary says :—We are unable this issue 
to confirm our hopes of last week that we should have to reeord a better 
position of affairs. While we are pleased to note some improvement in the 
tone of confidence felt by the residents on the coast, still affairs in the 
interior continues to cause uneasiness and fear, and in fact, from letters ree vived 
here, we bear that the bloodhounds have commenced their task. At Moroee> 
City, the Jews bave been in a state of expectant dread of the blow that they 
believe is to fall on them, and in fact, the news coming from all s:des confirm 
that their fear is not unfounded. If the result of the reported conferenc, 
between the Kabyles and the Governor of Marrakesh be a satisfactory one, then 
we may hope for a break in the clouds and things assume a better state. If this 
be so, we hope it will quiet down the anxiety which is felt forthe Jewish 
subjects of the Sultan. The Hebrews at Morocco City are collecting a sum of 
money to ransom their brethren of Demnat, Klaa, &-. : 


AN EAST END OO-OPERATIVE BAKERY. 


One of the latest surprises in connexion with the rapid advance of the 
Labour movement, says the !Vcstminster Gazette, comes in the shave ef a Co- 
operative bakery just opened at 52, Brushfield Street, Spitalfields, founded by 
and under the control and management of the Hebrew United Trades Organisa- 
tions, A very crowded meeting was held on Saturday evening at Christ Church 
Hall, Spitalfields, for the purpose of announcing the formal opening of the shop 
on the following morning. The speakers, consisting of representatives from the 
Hebrew Branch Alliance Cabinet Makers’ Society, United Cipmakers, Inter- 
national Bakers’ Union, Independent Tailors’, Machinists’, and Pressers’ Uaion, 
and Boot and Shoe Operatives (Hebrew Branch), were all enthusiastic about 
the new undertaking, which was declared to be both a most formidable weapon 
against the sweating employers, as well as a crushing reply to the false charges 
brought against the Jewish workers as to backwardness in trades unionism. 
From early morn on the Sunday Jewish workers were streamirg in rambers 
from a:l quarters inhabited by them in the direction of the new cvu-operative 
shor, while macy well-known officia!s and organisers among the Hebrew workers 
from divers trades were seen wheeling about barrows loaded with the “ Union 
bread,” each loaf properly labelled, and supplied the grovers, restaurant-keepars 
and others, who have already pledged themselves to patronize the “ Ucien 
bread and noother. By 10.30 the crowd surroundirg the premises numbered 
some thousanda, a'l spirited and enthusiastic for the new launch upon the 
troubled water of the Labour sea. Mr, Lavin, of the Tailors’ Union. in 
addressing the crowd from a chair, said the object of the Co-operation was not 
only to affurd an effective weapon to fight the employers, but aiso to supply the 
trades unionists with wholesome and healthy bread, baked under proper and 
sanitary conditions. I[t was a pitiful sight to witness the immense joy with 
which all hearts were filled, especially those engaged in the baking industry. To 
them, who have beeu accustomed to toil underground fer eighteen, twenty, or 
sometimes t wenty-fonr hours at a stretch, at a scant wage of from 123, to 25s. a 
week, this certainly means quite arevolution. The speecihes over, the band 
struck up “ The Marseillaise,’ while the doors of the shop were thrown open, 
amidst vociferous cheers from the crowd. Then all the bakers came out, all 
dressed in white hats, shirts and aprons, carrying a large cake on a pole, and 
headed by banners from the various trade unions aud two bands. The crowd 
formed a procession, in the midst of which was a cart-load of new bread, and 
marched through the various streets inhabited by Jews, meeting everywhere 
with much sympathy, Arriving by one o'clock at Buck's Row, a most enthu- 
siastic meeting was held. At half-past two, the enthusiastic trades unionists 
sgain re-formed in procession, and ateompanied by the two bands m-rched 
through the other localities, arriving at the shop by four, where they broke up.

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JOTTINGS FROM THE UNITED STATES.

The Rev. Dr. Joseph Krauskopf's memorial to the Czar, with its plea for 
the settlement of the Russian question in Russia, because emigrants from that 
country are burdening an overcrowded labour market here, has raised a storm 
of protest among intelligent Russian Jews and their friends. The statement 
is false, and as such is likely to furnish new cudgels for the enemies of the 
newcomers, Last year a few sporadic accusations of this kind were made, but 
no stress was laid on them, and they attracted comparatively little attention. 
Neither of the great federations of labour have invited attention to it; 16 has 
not caused any debate or given rise to any resolutions in Congress, It cannot 
be true that in eight millions of labouring-men in this country the few 
thousands of Russian Jews who enter into competition with them should cut a 
figure. Moreover it is not true that the labour market is overcrowded, ‘There 
has been little work recently because of the very hard times, but when pros- 

rity returns, as it soon must, the difficulty will be over, It is bard to conceive 
i: so mischievous an utterance could fiad its way in a State document 
supposedly given the most careful consideration. 

A dreadful holocaust occurred in the Russian tenement district of New 
York City on August 20th, A six-story sweater’s building took fire early iu 
the morning. Its second floor was devoted to a synagogue and part of its third 
toa “cheder” or Russian school, It was claimed that nobody lived in the 
building, but three out of the eight whorushed from it were burned to death, and 
a fireman who attempted to rescue them met the‘same fate. When it was 
supposed that every body was out of the building, a youth of 18 years appeared on 
the fire-enveloped fire-escape on the fifth floor, Fireman ‘Timothy Collins 
attempted to rescue him, but before he had gore a little distance up the ladder, 
the boy climbed over the fire-escape and dropped. He fell on the fireman's 
shoulders and both went to the ground, the youth being killed outright and the 
fireman fatally hart. | 

The tailoring trades in New York City have gone on strike again calling 
out 15,000 operators just when the hard times due to the long delayed tariff 
legislation are about to be up and going. They will fight the sweaters against 
whom they say the factory inspection system of the State and its large staff of 
employ¢és, men and women avail nothing. They want healthier quarters, 
shorter hours and better pay, Already the boas cloak-makers have capitulated. 
With the characteristic persistency of the Jew, the rest will hold out long for 
their claim, just as they did two years ago under the same circumstances. 
emat suffering was then entailed and the privation and want of innocent 
dependents was heart-rending. The strike at that time spread to Baltimore 
and Philadelpbia. In the latter city the Rev. Dr, Sebato Morais was instru- 
mental in settling the long drawn out struggle Ly acting as a go-between. , In 
New York City there was some rioting. This time the striking figure of Joseph 
Barondess is missing in the strike. Like Wolf, the labour leader in the 
“Children of the Ghetto,” he swayed thousands as if their most autocratic 
master ; with his well-modulated and delicate voice he could make and unmake 


any of their plans and order them around as if they were slavee. For two or 


three years he served them; nothing suited him better than martyrdom. 
Saddenly his magical influence began to wane, and before it was entirely gone 
he suddenly disappeared from view, only to turn up in Baltimore as the editor 
of an obscure Jewish Free Press issued in jargon. His fate is destined to be 
like the aforesaid Wolf, In this new community he finds that rabid anarchistic 
utterances do not pay. For in an interview with an intending advertiser he 
said that he would bave no more to do with the advanced ideas; be could not 
afford all his life to attempt to reform the world. The task was too large for 
him and must land him either in the poor-house or in an insane asylum. Mean- 
while, he is barely ekeing out a living in the Conservative community which will 
bave none of such rabid incendiaries. He understands this, and his paper has 
no Radical doctrines as yet. Twice he has been worsted in contact with the 
police, once for assaulting an advertiser who wanted to withdraw his card, and 
yet again for bis part in a street riot during a labour parade. Oa both occasions 
the police denied him the opportunity to pose as martyr. The case of Barondess 
is a og ; therefore I bave dwelt on it at length. 

ir, Myer Sulzberger will probably be elected Judge of the Court of the 

Common Pleas of Philadelphia, if he stands for the Republican nomination, as 
now seems likely, He will not be elected because of an attempt to favour the 
Jews, but solely because of his merits; he is facile princeps among leaders of 
the local Bar, and his influence is felt far outside the Jewish community.

‘The efforts of the Jewish Chrenicle to have money-lenders removed from 
offices of trust in the synagogue finds a curious endorsement in the ban placed 
upon saloon keepers in the Catholic societies of the United States. The Church 
bas spoken with no uncertain sound, and the papal Ablegate, Archbishop Satolli 
has endorsed the step. On being challenged to make so radical a move in a 
diocese abounding in these degraded yet influential parishioners, Archbisho 
Coens expressed his determination to carry into effect Mgr. Satolli’s 
orders, 

Bishop Paret, in charge of this diocese of the Episcopal Church. and hims 
descended from Jews, has recently proclaimed his Leanorovsl of a rt the re 
Christian unity to include several discordant elements of the Church. He 
denounces these revivals as wild, quixotic and, after giving much promise, result- 
ing in absolute religious indifference and unbelief, The next step will be to 
discountenance equally extreme efforts to make proselytes at any cost. 

Synagogues will be dedicated for the coming holidays in great numbers 
everywhere in the country, The hard times do not seem to have affected them 
But it is doubtful if any 1s more interesting than that of the Russian American 
Congregation, “ Anshe Amuno,” of Baltimore, which is just putting 12.000 dols 
on a building partly destroyed by fire. This had previously been a Church. and 
at the time of its purchase by the late immigrants was being used for missionary 
purposes to convert Jews, by the Rev, Lewis De Lew, an apostate Jew. He 
claims to have come from Holland, and to have been educated in London - his 
life history isin his missiouary work, “Ben Oni.” It is a flat failure : he is 
beloved neither of Christians (Episcopalians) nor of Jews, and can scarcely 
make a living, Seeing his mission fail at this St. Stephen’s Church. De Lew 
helped the Jews to gain possession of it, to buy it out over his head. Subse- 
quently, he attended their divine service on Rosh Hashanah, and would have 

participated therein and preached a sermon bad he been permitted ! 

There is now being held in Albany, New York, a great Constitutional Con- 
vention.

He was probably workiog for his ow, 
institution, the Hebrew Orpban Asylum of New York City, which receives from 
public funds 71,000 dollars annually, At this time of writing, it looks as if the 
tide had suddenly been turned, and by a close vote, the Constitution offered 
to the people will contain a provision against such un-American recognition of 
Church institutions, : 

The new Immigration Law passed by the Congress is not likely to give any 
serious trouble in any way. It provides for little more than the exclusion of 
anarchists. This is the substitute made by the United States Senate for the 
Bill passed by the Lower House, which called for consular inspection and other 
delays and hindrances to immigration—all imposed at the point of embarkation. 
It is generally believed that if such a Bill had taken effect, it would have 
seriously restricted the coming of immigrants. That it was rejected by the 
Upper House, and the milder substitute approved by the lower one, is evidenco 
that the American people are not yet ready for any such procedure, 7 

Two recent law suits in the Courts of New York City are interesting as well 
as amusing. In one of them, a Russian Jew sought to be re-instated jp 
his congregation from which he was expelled for the non-payment of a fing 
imposed for trimming his beard. The justice said that he could not grant the 
relief asked, because he had no right to interfere in congregational matters other 
than to take such measures as the law allows. 

The other case is the attempt to enforce a betrothal contract, for the payment 
of acertain sum of money in consideration of the promise to marry. Both 
parents agreed to give certain sums and certa'n chattels to the bride and bride. 
groom respectively, on their marriage day, and in default of a marriage follow- 
ing the bridegroom was to receive a penalty asa forfeit. The bride and her 
family came to America before the day set for the marriage, and now the 
bridegroom has followed to demand his money or bride. It looks as if he would

ALIEN IMMIGRATION. 


On Saturday evening a largely-attended demonstration of Jewish trade 
unionists was held at Backs Row, Whitechapel, “ to protest aginst the unjust. 
fiable attack made at the Trade Union Congress against the Jewish trade 
unionists by some English Jabour leaders.” Mr, Lewis Lyons, the Secretary 
of the International Tailors, Machinists and Pressers’ Union, who presided, 
said the attack which had lately been made by certain labour leaders upon 
Jewish workers was not only ungenerous, but grossly unfair, ‘The poverty 
which was so prevalent amorg the working-classes, aud especially among those 
who were engaged in the tailoring trade, was in no way due to the influx of 
Jews into this country, but was attributable to economic causes of a very 
different nature. It had been alleged that Jews worked excessively long hours. 
that they accepted very low wages, and that a very large proportion of them 
were blacklegs, Five years ago the Jewish tailors struck work for a ten-hour 
day and were able to secure it, but on the other hand E sglish tailors, who were 
fond of piecework, often worked 17 and 18 hours perday, Englishmen accepted 


as low a3 34d. per hour, but Jews would scorn to taka so small asum. Then

Every dog has its day, but some dogs have a very long day jndeed : Tobit’s 
chief among them. Dr, Rosenmann, however, gives no reason for supposing 


that the Greek text is more primitive on this point than is the Hebrew, which 
omits Tobit’s dog. 


Though, however, I think his hypothesis erroneous that the Book of Tobit 
was written so early as the second century B C.,still his pamphlet entitled “Studien 
zum Buche Tobit” (Berlin, Mayer and Miiller, 1894) contains much ingenious 
criticism of Graetz and other previous writers on Tobit. Graeta ascribed to 
Tobit a political rather than a pious aim, and in this he may have been wrong. 
Dr. Rosenmann thinks that the book isa eulogy of charity and righteousness, 
but he offers no explanation of the recurrence in the book of the references to 
the duty of burying the dead, My own view is that these references arise out 
of the patriarchal colouring of the story, and its evident indebtedness to 
Genesis. (See Jewish Quarterly Review V., 348.) So, too, with the marriage of 
relatives in Tobit : this point also is characteristic of Genesis, I see no ground 
for assuming that the inclusion of Noah in Tobit IV.,12 (Greek text) belongs 
to the original. It might well have been added from the Book of Jubilees. 
Yet Dr. Rosenmann’s points are all good and worth considering. Especially 
striking is his refusal to accept Graetz’s identification of the évyyeapy with 
the 731N>. The usual Greek would be ¢<pr), But how would this argument 


fare were it true that the Greek is the work of a translator impertectly 
acquainted with Hebrew ? | 


Dr, Rosenmann’s brochure will be tound valuable by those not at all 
interested in the problems of Tobit. Some of his chapters contain much general

As Dr. Gaster says, one looks with grave suspicion on 
fresh ascriptions of works to medieval Jewi h writers, but suspicion miy b3 too 
pointed, and everyone will await with much interest the publication of Dr. 
Gaster’s edition. The grounds given by Dr, Gaster in his letter to the Academy 
‘are quite inconclusive,but every weight will b» attached to his confident assertion 
that ‘a careful study of the contents has n »w dispelled his doubts, and convinced 
him of the extreme value of this hitherto unknowno work of Maimonides,” 


The second number of the YW) ANIM WIS (Newark, N. J.) is a great 
improvement on its predecessor. Certainly no one in England would dream of 
finding readers for a quarterly in Hebrew; and here again we have an indication 
of how vigorous American Judaism is, The editor, N. 8, Libowitz, contributes 
part of a long and interesting biography of that ever-fascinating character, Leo

Welcome indeed is the latest instalment of Dr. Maybium’s sermons.

with six occasional addresses, The whole fill 309 pages, making an average of less 
than seven pages to asermon, short enough inall conscience, The merit is ininverse 
proportion to the length.

According to Sir George Birdwood, “ cider ” is derived from 12%, because the 
Pheenicians first taught the Europeans to become “shicker” on the fermented 
juice of the apple. He quotes oxrpa, which occurs in the Septuagint and is 
treated by Liddell and Scott as a transcription from Hebrew, and Latin sicera 
which is also of late use and considered by Forcellini as of similar origin, These 
words lead to the Italian sidro, the Spanish sidra, the French cidre, and so to 
old English cyder, The suggestion strikes one at first as startingly absurd, but 
ends by becoming plausible and even probable. The change from“ k” into“d” 
in the middle of the word is somewhat disturbing, but the derivation is accepted 
in substance and explained by Hatzfeld, Darmesteter and Thomas, who say that 
the classical Lat-n sicera becomes in popular Latin cisera, then cisre, cisdre, and 
cidre, The variation (as between Sibboleth and Shibboleth) in the sibilant sound 


at the beginning is of course unimportant, In Normandy, where of all France 
cider is most abundant, ci/dre is pronounced “ chidre.” 


Wyclif quoted in Murray, who agrees with the above authorities on the ety- 
mology of the word, translating in the year 1388 Judges xiii. 4, renders 130") }" by 
the words “ wyn and sydur,” ‘., wine and cider. This quotation opens the 
flood-gates to another torrent of abstruse but interesting philological speculation, 
for while we note the resemblance between 12~ and cider, the still more striking 
likeness between }*’ and “ wine” forces itself upon our notice, Bat it is better

If Dr. Dembo had only written the first part of his work, demonstrating how 
much more humane is Shechita than any other mode of slaughtering, his con- 
tribution to science would have been a notable one, and placed him in the front 
rank of authorities on the subject. But the second part of his work is more 
remarkable still. 


THE HYGIENIC POINT OF VIEW. 


Under this head the author has, to quote the words of Virchow, 
‘approached the vexed question from a new side.” showing that the properties 
of meat and its fitness for human consumption are largely dependent on the 
manner in which the animal has been slaughtered. Jewish meat 1s superior to 
other kinds, because the Jewish mode of killing is that which leaves a less 
amount of blood in the meat than any other. To follow Dr, Dembo’s argument 
in all its branches some knowledge of Organic and Physiological Chemistry 1s 
required, but even the ordinary reader can perfectly understand its main course, 
and appreciate the conclusion to which it leads, The reasoning is of two kinds— 
deductive and inductive, for Dr. Dembo is the Jatt man in the world to rest his 
thesis on mere a priori arguments. “In view of the importance of this point,’ 
he says, “ 1 could not and would not rest satisfied with conclusions, based in this 
manner, on theoretical asgument only, but deemed it necessary to gain a more 
solid base for my contentions by experiments on animals.” 

Even theoretically it is obvious that the more blood there is left in meat 
after death, the sooner it will become unfit for human food, because blood 
rapidly congeals, causing decomposition to set in. The Jewish method of killing 
is that which leaves the least quantity of blood in the body, because during the 
whole time of bleeding, the nerve centres which regulate the flow of blood in the 
vessels are not interfered with. But in all those methods of slaughter in which 
the animal is first stunned the destruction of the brain causes paralysis of the 
vaso-motor centres, and this entails a stoppage of the blood vessels. 

It is matter of common knowledge that after death the muscles and joints 
stiffen and become hard. As long as this state of rigidity lasts, and only so 
long, meat has what chemists call an acid reaction, and is fit to eat. Before the 
vigor morts sets in; it has a-neutral or alkaline reaction, and is consequently 
tasteless and too tough for mastication. On the otber hand when the rigor mortis 
ceases, as it does after one or more days, decomposition sets in, and meat has an 
alkaline reaction. The phenomenon of rigor mortis mainly depends on the 
appearance in the muscles of lactic acid which causes meat to become edible and 
tender, besides preserving it from putrefaction. Hence it follows that the 
sooner death-rigidily eets in, the greater will be the space of time during which 
meat will be free from taint and fit for use. As the reaction of the muscles is 
influenced in no smaii degree by the mode of killing adopted, Dr. Dembo per- 
formed a remarkable series of experiments for determining the exact time of the 
beginning of death-rigidity in animals slaughtered by direct bleeding (/.¢. 
Shechitay, and in animals previously stunned ; and also the exact time when 
rigidity passes off and is succeeded by putrefaction in the various methods of 
killing. Many of these experiments were performed privately, but Dr. Dembo 
only records those which were carried out in the presence of specialists—for the 
most part in the laboratory of Du Bois-Reymond. 

Experiments performed on rabbits give the following results :—A period of 
one hour ten minutes elapses between killing by the Jewish method and the 
outset of rigidity, whereas when the non-Jewish method of stunning is employed, 
two hours thirty-five minutes is the intervening period, and in the case of the 


combined methods of stunning and cutting the vessels of the neck there is an 


interval of one hour fifty-five minutes. This is in the case of small animals. 
In that of an ox, which has a much greater amount of blood proportionately to 


the weight of its body (1,13th as against 1/18th in small animals), the results 


would. bo more striking still. They confirm in a remarkable manner the 
experience of practical butchers that the meat of beasts which are slaughtered 
without previous stunning becomes rigid sooner than that of stunned beasts. 

One of them, a wholesale butcher of repute in Berlin, who supplies meat to 
the Berlin Municipality, Mr. C. F. Hoffmann, a Member of the Berlin Society for 
the Protection of Animals and of one of the Berlin Sanitary Boards, and a sworn 
expert to the Berlin Butchers’ Guild, testifies to Dr. Dembo : * The flesh of cut 
animals is quite as firm in two hours as that of stunned or felled animals in ten 
the latter indeed never attains the firmness of the former.” } 

It is interesting to learn that Mr. Hoffmann, though not a Jew, has for the 
last fifteen years employed the Jewish method of killing in his abattoirs, because 
he is convinced of the superior quality of meat which it yields. In another part 
of his communication he writes: “Every animal stunned and then cut must 
afterwards be washed, especially in the cavity of the chest, with pure water. 

jut it is well-known that water has the worst possible effect on meat, especially 
during the hot summer months, when a great deal of meat spoils throug’ this 
washing. The prt of the meat with which the water has come in contact will 
soon develop qualities distingaishing it from the rest, and its spoiling is in con- 
sequence much hastened. The meat of animals killed in any way with blows is 
also much darker and always softer than that of cut animals, the’ flesh of which 
is in every case light in colour, free from blood, and firs.” — 

While on this point, it may be mentioned that other non-Jewish butchers have 
furnished Dr. Dembo with similar evidence. The butchers of Cologne, eight in 
number, testify as follows:—* The undersigned butchers of Cologne. of the 
Christian faith, hereby declare, as the result of many years’ ex erience and 
observation, that the flesh of animals slaughtered according to Jewish rituai 
keeps from one to two days longer in the summer than that of animals kille 
any other method, in consequence of the more thorough draining 
blood.” So also the master-butchers of Carlsruhe, to the : 
aftirm :—* Te good appearance and superior keeping 
produced by ‘Shechita’ commend this method, which ow 
completely emptying of blood the body of the animal,” 
reasons the throat-cutting method is likewise ai 
in several States of the American Union, and th 

rigidity sets in most quickly in the case of 
osher, next proceeds te show how much time elapses 


in the various cases before the rigor morte is relaxed, 


befo 1 putrefaction ensues 
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all the parts does not take place until eighteen days afterwards, whereas in 
stunning relaxation commences on tho third day, and is complete on th 
thirteenth day. 

Dr. Dembo does not, like many physiologists, regard the relaxation 
mortis and putrefaction as one and the sams proceas, These two phenome 
or may not, appear at the same time. The argument is therefore not closed 
for so patient an investigator as Dr. Dembo—with his calculation of the Various 
periods at which rigor mortis becomes relaxed. To ascertain with absolut 
accuracy how long the flesh of animals, slaughtered by the different methods 
remains untainted, he has undertaken a further series of experiments of a kind 
that had never been attempted before. 

One of the principal products of putrefaction being ammonia, he has compared 
its development and accumulation in samples of meat from different sources, with 
the result that the accumulation of ammonia in meat is found to increase with the 
growth of putrefaction. The conclusion at which he arrives—the exact figures 
are too complicated to be given here—1is that. the increase of ammonia and the 
progress of putrefaction are much less rapid in the meat of animals slaughtered 
in the Jewish manner than in the meat of those slaughtered after having been 
stunned. Even when meat is preserved at a low temperature, the quantity of 
ammonia in the flesh of stunned animals after a lapse of three days is almost ag 
large as the quantity developed in kosher meat during five days. These facts 
amply bear out the ¢vidence of butchers already referred to, that kosher meat jp 
summer weather can keep two days longer than other meat. 

The relation of the development of ammonia to the process of putrefaction jg 
simply this—that ammonia is an excretory product of certain putrefactive miecro- 
organisms, or bacteria. Meat which affords the most unfavourah'e conditions for 
the growth of these bacteria will of course remain untainted for the longest 
period. Now, Dr. Dembo shows that these conditions all arise out of the method 
of slaughter adopted, the Jewish method alone combining all the conditions which 
offer the greatest resistance to the. growth of micro-organisms, The conditions 
are classified under four heads :— 

1. The quantity of blood remaining in the body. 

2. Removal of oxygen with the rapidly outflowing blood. 

Epileptiform convulsions. 

4 The removal of water from the muscles.

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1.—THE QUANTITY OF BLOOD REMAINING IN THE bopy. 

This is far greater in cases of stunning than when animals are killed in the 
Jewish fashion. While only 28 per cent. of the blood remained in a rabbit 
operated upon by Shechita, in a stunned rabbit the proportion of unexpelled blood 
was 71 per cent. Now, blood having a great proneness to decomposition, it 
becomes an excellent-medium for nourishing bacteria, so that the more blood 
remains in the slaughtered animal, the sooner putrefaction will ensue. 

2—OXYGEN REMOVED WITH THE RAPIDLY FLOWING BLOOD, 

There being a greater outflow of blood from the system in the case of 
Schechita than when the animal is stunned, the escape of oxygen will likewise 
be proportionately greater and more rapid. Now, one consequence of this 
excessive loss of oxygen is a rapid development of lactic acid in the muscle, and 
lactic acid has antiseptic qualities. So that, again, it follows that meat killed 
according to the Jewish method will offer a greater resistance tu putrefaction 
than other neat. 

3.—EPILEPTIFORM CONVULSIONS. 

These convulsions, which accompany the rapid escape of blood in Shechita, 
produce various results. In the first place, they help to form lactic acid in the 
meat, and we have just seen what the qualities of this acid are. Secondly, they 
diminish the elkalinity of the blood, and this is of importance for the preserva- 
tion of meat. Thirdly, they promote the escape of the blood from the simall blood 
vessels. Lastly, they accelerate the onset of rigor mortis. 

4,—REMOVAL OF WATER FROM THE MUSCLES IN THE JEWISH METHOD 

OF SLAUGHTER, 


In consequence of the rapid loss of blood which ensues fom the severance 
of the arteries of the neck, the pressure inside the bleod-veseels falls so quickly 
that within a few seconds after the division of the blood-vesgels it becomes lower 
in the blood system than in the surrounding tissues. Hence water exudes from 
the tissues into the vessels, by means of which it is drained off from the syster, 
so that the quantity remaining in animals which are rapidly bled to death 1s less 
than in other. animals. This fact helps to account for kosher meat becoming 
firm so much sooner than other meat (two hours after killing as against ten 
hours). 

But the effects of this rapid exudation of water are more far-seaching than 
this. Water, as everyone knows is detrimental to the keeping qualities of mea’, 
hecause it is such an excellent medium for the growth of bacteria. The duet 
the meat the longer will it resist putrefaction. 

Such is.the author’s brilliant chain of argument, so far as the second part 
of his work is concerned, and no one who has followed it even superiicially wil 
qnestion the conclusion at which he arrives: “that as far as the keeping 
qualities of the meat, or, in other words, as far as Hygiene is concerned, the 
Jewish slaughtering method deserves to be preferred to all others. Nay, can 
bs maintained almost with certainty that another method of slaughter will 
probably never be found that will embody in itself all those advantages which 
are guaranteed to the Jewish method by the very laws, anatomical and physio 
logical, which govern the circulation of the blood.” 


THE ECONOMIC POINT OF VIEW. 


What has to bo said under this head can be disposed of in a few Jines 
Sometimes people are ata loss to ‘understand why they should have to pay y 
slightly higher price for kosher meat than other meat, but they overlook te 
fact that Jewish butchers give them better value for their money than they aa 
get elsewhere. Besides that the Jewish method of slaughter involves 
employment of a greater number of slaughtermen and occupies more time, whie 
the blood spurts out so rapidly that there is great waste in collecting it £07 ve 
manufacture of albumen, so that kosher meat must necessarily be somew uy 
more expensive, Jewish consumers are only called-upon to pay for solid mea! 
whereas non-Jewish meat contains an excessive quantity of worthless blood a 
water for which the purchaser has to pay the same price as for solid flesh. “ 
Dembo makes this striking calculation. In the Jewish method, there TT 
in the body about 10 grams of tlood to every pound of meat, while int : 
stunning method there are an additional 17 grams in each pound. Suppose ‘3 
government has to victual an army of 500,000 men, and assume that there 
only a surplus of 10 instead of 17 grams of blood in each pound of ow) a 
comimissatiat would have daily to pay for some 5,090 Ibs,, of meat which

The testimony of Mr, Hoffmann is mueh to the same effect, t View 
from the standpoiat ef sconomy,” he writes, "the stuaning method Ie 
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ably more-advantageous to me as a wholesale butcher, for every stunned animal 
yields a greater weight of meat; this is because the blood remains stagnant in 
the veins as the result of the blows, and when the arteries are afterwards cut the 
ilood tlows out very slowly, the total lores of blood being always less than in the 
case of throat-cutting direct, and the weight of meat consequently greater, But 
the consideration of a few pounds of meat less in the Jewish method is many 
times outweighed by its hygienic advantages.” 

In a work of this kind, despite its strictly scientific character, Dr. Dembo 
naturally has something to say upon the attitude of Animal Protection Societies 
to the question of Shechita which is worth commenting upon. He notices the 
enormous difference in the character of the attacks made on the Jewish method 
when first the controversy arose—in the fifties—and now. Then, the atticks on 
Shechita, however misguided, were at least sincerely made in the interests of 
humanity, and were consequently abandoned as soon as it waa proved that the 
Jewish method of killing is not attended with cruelty. But during the past ten 
years the campaign against Shechita has been simply a phase of German anti- 
Semitism, with the result that agitators have absolutely refused to listen to the 
voice of reason or scientific argument. Nay more, these unscrupulous persons 
have not hesitated to fulricate scientific evidence in their favour. The Berlin 
Society for the Protection of Animals have issued leaflets (Nos. 35 and 37) 
detailing what purport to be the investigations of Professor Du Bois-Reymond 
of Berlin, and Professor Brouardel of Paris. Leaflet No. 35 states: 

“The profound scientific researches of Professor Du Bois-Reymond have 
thoroughly established the extremely important fact that the fear and suffering 
endured by an animal killed in the Jewish manner before and during the 
slaughtering has such a deteriorating effect on the flesh as to make it unfit for 
human consumption. This flesh is turther liable to more rapid decomposition, 
and its bad qualities are especially seen when it is salted,” 

No, 37 asserts : 


“The researches of the physiologist Du Bois-Reymond have definitely 
proved that a dangerous deterioration is caused in the quality of the blood of 
an animal which has been terrified and tortured during slaughter. This 
strikingly confirms the supposition that in the case of animals which are not 
stunned before the slaughtering, the blood is wrought to such a fever.sh con- 
dition by pain and fear that the meat becomes unwholcsome,’” 

Dr. Dembo, at a loss to understand how Dr. Du Bois-Reymond could have 
committed himself to such absurd statements, communicated with the Berlin 
Professor, and obtained from him this denial : 


“The above statements, in so far as they concern me, have not the slightest 
foundation in truth. I have never undertaken such researches as are above 
ascribed to me, and I further regard them as absurd, and their sc-called result as 
false ”’; 

While Professor Brouardel, to whom similar statements were ascribed, wrote : 

“T have never expressed an opinion on the slaughtering question or on the 
advantages or disadvantages of any method of slaughter. You may therefore 
give the dementi to all statements on this head.,”’ 

Our notice of Dr. Dembo’s work has attained to considerable dimensions, and 
yet we feel that we have done but feeble justice to its remarkable contents. 
Considering that it has to contend against not merely ignorance but also prejudice 
and fanaticism, it would, perhaps, be too much to expect that the Shechita ques- 
tion will now be set at rest, but Dr. Dembo's researches are tending to this end. 
What took place the other day at the Berne Congress indicetes that henceforth 
the opponents of Shechita will have to reckon with a body of scientific evidence 
which is simply unanswerable. The structure of error may continue to be 
propped up by falsehood, but it is bound t» come to the ground at last. .Wagna 
eat veritas et prevalebit, 

Therefore, it is that no small meed of praise is. due to the Trustees of the 
Jacob Franklin Fund for isguing an English translation of this brilliant work, 
and at a price which places it within the reach of everybody. It might be 
supposed that the Shechita Board would have undertaken a publication of this 
nature, and nothing could be more appropriate to its functions. However, since 
another body has been willing to assume the responsibility, we are not disposed 
to criticise such a manifestation of public spirit. On the contrary, we think that 
never have the Jacob Franklin Trustees done a better service to the Jewish cause 
than on this occasion. The book will prove delightful reading to everybody. 
Men of science and students of Jewish law will of course revel in its wonderful 
array of facts, but even ordinary readers will find in it something akin. to the 
fascination of a romance. For Dr. Dembo has the gift of lucid exposition in no 
ordinary degree, while he has had the good fortune, with one or two exceptions, 
to be rendered into a fluent and idiomatic English which scarcely reads like a 
translation. When we add that the book is beautifully printed and illustrated on 
good paper, and is a marvel of cheapness, we shall have said enough to show 
that all who are interested in the Shechita controversy—and there are few Jews 
to whom it can be altogether a matter of indifference—may be confidently 
recommended to possess themselves of Dr. Dembo’s treatise. In due time it is to 
be followed by a more complete work, which will embody an extended account of 
the doctor’s observations and experiments, besides setting forth a historical survey 
of the question since the middle of the present century.

“GRACE AT MEALS.” 


[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. | 


A contemporary devoted the greater portion of its leader a few days ago to 
the origin and history of “ Grace” before and after meals, and cited several 
authorities in illustration of the antiquity of the custom and of other state- 
ments brought forward in the course of the article. To a Jewish reader it 
seemed strange that the writer, in dealing with the subject at all, should have 
referred to the early Christian Fathers, to the end of the fifth century (of 
course AC.) and to the Apostolic.times, and should have omitted the slightest 
reference to the Bible and to the Talmudic Literature, which latter representsa 
period of 1,000 years, from about 500 n.c, to 50 ac, 

Speaking of “Grace ” in general (without for the moment dwelling upon 
the distinction between Grace before and after meals), we can point to two 
typical passages in the Bible itself, one in the Pentateuch and one in the 
Prophets, from which the duty of “saying a Grace” or “ Benediction” might 
without casuistry, be plainly inferred, and which have, in truth, become the 
basis of the idea of “ Benediction " in connection with the enjoyment of God's 
bounties. In Deuteronomy viii, 10, we read: “And thou shalt eat and te 
satisfied, and bless the Lord thy God, &c,*” and in Joel ii., 26, we bave the words : 
“ And ye shall eat in plenty and be satisfied, and shall praise the Lord your 
God, &e.” 

Both of these verses have become incorporated into the Jewish Liturgy, 
and are repeated to this very hour, the former occurring in “the Grace after 
Meals” said daily more than once in every conforming Jewish household, the 
latter occurring in the Saturday Evening Service read at the conclusion of the 
Sabbath. 

Bat if we turn to the Talmud (from which the “Shulchan Aruach'’—the 
practical Code of the Jew—is compiled) we must at once observe that an entire 
Treatise, consisting of some 130 pages with commentaries and super-commentaries 
and called in Hebrew by the very equivalent of “ Benedictions,” is in the main 
devoted to questions relating to the duty and formule of such blessings for 
the various occasions of life, In that very Treatise Berachoth (fol, 35a, 40a 
501) the words of Psalms Ixviii, 19, “‘ Blessed be the Lord day by day, &c.,” are 
employed as a Scripture text to emphasise the duty of pronouncing a Benedic- 
tion or saying a Grace at meals, Thus, the Talmud enjoins: “Pronounce your 
blessings day by day over every species of Nature's gifts that you enjoy,” for 
“the human being is prohibited from enjoying anything in this world without 
first pronouncing the Benediction,” and it adds that “ the person who omits to 
testify his gratitude to Heaven in this manner is as though he had robbed the 
altar of God,” 

The forégoing remarks, though brief, are suilicient to indicate that, for the 
origin of these customs or religious duties, we mast go not “ to St. Basil or the 
Gelasian Sacramentary,” but to the Jewish Doctors of the Law, even as far 
back, perhaps, a3 Ezra the Scribe (Fifth Contury pc ), 

The habit of distributing a portion of the bread among those present for 
“a blessing before they begin to eat,”’ referred to in the Apostolical Constitu- 
tions, is known to and practised at the present day by every Jewish child of 
the tenderest years as a religious duty, inaugurating, as it were, every meal 
partaken of by Jews. To the modera Jew, the custom is, therefore, not a 
“relic,” but a living force intended to direct his mind Heavenward, It may bao 
interesting to add-that the suggestion that “the prwprandial supplication "’ 
would be more accurately expressed by “ Benediction,’ not “Grace,” has been 
anticipated by us, for it is so called in the Hebrew language. It is further 
curious that there is in vogue among Jews of various nationalities the same 
jargon-expression for “ saying Grace,” viz., bens 4en, corresponding to or derived 
from the verb contained in the Italian equivalent, “ benedire la tavolo,” to bless 
the table. It is amusing to read of ‘‘the longest English Grace on record,” in 
connection with the City dinners. Of course, l am not aware of the length of 
that Grace, but I do know that of ours, and I scarcely think that our full 
formula can be beaten on that score. I naturally refer to the ‘Grace after 
Meals ;” the “ Benediction” before meals scarcely takes more than five seconds, 
whilst the former takes as many minutes. It is true we have shorter versions, 
sanctioned by authority for busy people and working men, or to be employed 
under certain conditions, But after all, if people can at times sit three or four 
hours at a repast, enjoying the good thing; of life, without any sense of fatigue, 
why should they begrudge even five minutes spent in the exercise of a sacred 
function concerned in offering thanks for all that we have received at God's 
hands ? 

It is to be deeply regretted that this salutary observance of pronouncing 
a “ Grace,” whether long or short, before and after meals, is gradually falling 
into desuetude in Jewish circles; but it is simply outrageous, when one 
observes that the presence of one or more Christians at the table of a Jew has, 
in many instances, to answer for the laxity of too many of our brethren in this 
respect, Surely the very guests themselvcs must come to regard their friends 
not as Jews, but as heathens, : 

I should not like to think that Charles Lamb was satirical when “ho 
professed that he couli not understand why saying Grace should be confined 
to meals. Ele wanted a form of Grace for setting out for a pleasant walk, &>, 
He needed a Grace for books, which he called spiritual repasts—a Grace 
before Shakespeare, and a Grace before Milton,” 


As a matter of fact, the Jew 4» a Grace, or blessing, for the varied circum- 
stances of life, for the different objects which minister to his enjoyment, even 
for the reading and study of 4/s classics—the Sacred Volumes which are ever 
his spiritual repasts. They may easily be found in any Jewish Prayer Book, 
But the one grand feature in this connection seems to me to be, that the Jew 
has a “ Benediction” which he proclaims even at the untoward and mournful 
incidents to which all flesh is heir, for, in the spirit of Job, his Code enjoins 
that “ Man is in duty bound to bless God for the evil as well as for the good 
things of life.” 

The brotherhood which, iv its practical daily life, can rise to such an ideal— 
raising this conviction to the standard of a religioas duty—is surely one which is 
yet hkely to prove, under the God from whom ali blessings flow, a source of 
“ blessing antoall the families of the earth,”

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RE-OPENING OF THE BIRMINGHAM SYNAGCGUE. 


The Birmingham Synagogue was re-opened on Sunday afternoon last, after 
having been closed for the past two months, whilst re-decoration and other 
woiks have been in progress, There was a large attendance, including several 
non-Jews. ‘The o-casion was solemnised by a special choral service of dedica- 
tion, The service wasread by the Rev. Jacob Fink, who was assisted by the 
choir (ander the direction of Mr, Mancus), which was augmented by several 
ladies and gentlemen of the Choral Union. Mr. B. Silverston ably accompanied 
on the harmonium, The service consisted of 1230 AY, $3A 43, Psalms xxx., 
extvii., ¢., xxiv., and cl,; afternoon service, and prayer for the Royal Family. 
The usual — with the Sepharim were made round the synagogue, there being 
ereht carried, 

: During the service, the Rev, G. J. Emannel delivered a sermon, 
taking Ist Kings, vill., 57-58 as his text. He said: These, the final words of 
Solomon's prayer of dedication, may well form our prayer to-day. We are 
once again in our synagogue, clean, adorned and re-consecrated. Always a 
handsome building, spacious, lofty, well proportioned, it is now, none can deny, 
« beautiful, a splendid edifice. We look around us with pleasure, satisfaction, 
with content, and with something too of a pride which is not altogether to be 
reprehended, but I would have higher thoughts enter our hearts, and stronger 
emotions fill our breast, thoughts and emotions which, with God's blessing may 
inflaence for good the years which are before us, My bretbren, I would have 
you regard this building with an affection quite apart from the admiration 
claimed from us by i's beauty. I would have you regard this building with 
affection and love, as God's house. I fear we have not entertained this love in 
the past to the degree that we should. [ fear that we could not utter with 
truth David's words, “ I was glad when they said to me, let us go to the House of 
the Lord.” This house should be very dear to us. Itis associated with all the 
clief events of our life, Hither, not a few were brought as infants, when their 
mother came to this holy spot to thank God for helping her ia her hour of 
trial, and for b’essing her with the joys of maternity, Hither they came again 
acd again as children, glad and proud to accompany their parents to the House 
of Ged. Hither they came again as Barmitzvahs, who so proud and happy as 
they, marching in all the dignity of budding manhood, to claim their share in 
the patrimony of Israel, and hither sgain they came, bridegrooms radiant with 
hove, and brides bathed in blushes, to plight their troth one tothe other in the 
presence of their Heavenly Father. We all have coms to praise and to thank God 
for mercies received, to entreat Him to save some dear one stricken with sick- 
ness, to thank Him once again for health restored, and to entreat all mercies at 
His hinds, Hither we come to confess our sins, to express our sorrow, and 
to plead for pardon, I am no fanatic worshipper of places or buildings; to 
me the naked hilltop, the wide-spread sea, the field, the forest, each of these 
is to meas true a temple where (rod’s glory may be seen, and where God may 
ba woishipped. ‘To me I say, each of these is as truly a temple of God as an 
edifice raised by man and adorned by marble and gold, Yet still, I feel that 
this spot, and this bailding should ba inexpressibly dear to all our congregation, 
and especially to those members of it, the yourg members, with so much of 
whose life the spot and building have been so intimately associated, My 
brethren, let us determine that henceforth this synagogue shall hold a larga 
place in our affection, taat we will come hither, frequently, joyfully, and that 


_while here we will feel that we are in the presence of one who claims at our 


hand gratitude, reverence, devotion, homage and worship. Let us pray now in 
the words of our text that God will be with us as He was with our fathers, 
that He may incline our hearts toward Him, and let us ourselves strive to bring 
our hearts near to God, to know Him and to love Him, My brethren, we 
have prepared this building as a temple for God and, bearing in remembrance 
our means and our powers, it is a noble fane. But never forget that to 
make it a temple, a congregation is essential, The character and style of a 
building does not sullice to make ita temple, nor the Reader's platform, nor that 
sacred Ark, nor even the Scrolls of the Law contained init. These do not con- 
stitute this building a temple of God, but the presence of worshippers, the 
congregants, they make the temp!e—the glory of the king consists in the multi- 
tude of his subjects. Come hither, ther, at every opportunity, all of you, men 
and women and children, wait not for State occasions when the Shofar calls you 
to prayer, and the Great Fast summons you to repentance... Wait not for these 
great days, but come all of you, all who are in health, every Sabbath and every 
Mestival. Remember, too, mere numbers of individuals do not form a congre- 
gition, They must’be worshippers, Here,’ there must be reverence; no 
conversation, no whispered questions and muttered answers, ‘There must be no 
interruption of the service by coming in and going out, but each remaining until 
tlie service be entirely atan end, There must be no indifference, no languid 
weariness, no lethargy, no frigid coldness; there must be earnestness, real 
prayer, real thanks, and real pleadings, Yet, to render this a temple to God 
there must be a con -ourse of attendants, and they must be devout worshippers, 
But this synagcgue should be something more than a house of prayer; it should 
be the centre and the spring of individual and communal religious activity. As

In a circular issued a few days ago, the Wardens and Council asked that for 
the preservation of decorum, at the conclusion of all services the members 
should retain their seats and not remove their Talisim until the minister had 
left the synagogue, This was of course complied with, and with a most satis- 
factory result. 

The decorations to the synagogue are a3 follows: the arched central ceiling 
has been painted a light turquoise blue, relieved with dove colour and darker 
blue corner ornaments and lines; the plaster enrichments finished in cream 
colour, relieved with red, brown aod gold. The spandrils bave been filled in 
with a bold ornament in deep turquoise blue and gold. The ceilings over the 
galleries are panelled out in a similar colours, relieved with deep blue ornament 
and rich brown lines and bands. The walls are finished in two shades of 
terra-cotta, and decorated with lines and bands in deeper shade. The east 
walls by the sanctuary have been pinelled out, the panels grounded in tur- 
quoise blue and enriched with ornaments in gold. ‘T’he window heads and 
other decorative mouldings are finished in deep cream coloar, relieved with 
blue, The front of the gallery is boldly treated, the panels being grounded 
in light chocolate, with well-desigaed ornaments in gold, and the mouldings 
relieved with gold and darker colours, the whole having a very pleasing effect, 
The stone columns and plasters have been redressed and toned to a soft 
colour, harmonising with the other colouring, the caps of the columns and 
plasters have been gilded solid, as also have the chandeliers, candelabra aud 
other gas-fittings. The sanctuary has been treated ina highly successful manuer, 
the cesling and walls being finished in shades of turquoise blue, the moulded 
ribs in ceiling and other architectural enrichmenis being heavily gilt ; the ceiling 
panels are enriched with powdering in gold, On the wall recesses between the 
windows is an effective diaper in gold, surmounted by a fricz: in deep blue-and- 
gold. The general scheme of neutral colours and gold produces a rich, soft 
glow, which is very pleasing; and it may fairly be claimed that the synagogue 
is now one of the best decorated interiors in Birmingham. The entrances, 
committee and other rooms have also been decorated, The whole of the 
work has been carried out by Messsrs. Alfred Seers and Son, of Broad Street, 
nnder the saperintendence of Mr. Cooper W hitwell, of Cannon Street, architect, 
Works of sanitary improvement have, at the same time, been executed under 
the architect’s direction by Mr. Joshua Jameson, and repairs by Messrs, 
Barasley and Sons, so that a considerable total expenditure bas been incurred |
